BeHow Citizens of the Senate, 
anil of the House of Representatives: . 
It has once more become my duty, as acting Governor, to 
fommunicate to you such information, as Í possess, relating 
-W matters important to the State, and over which you, as her 
S eaiskiaro, exercise 2 control. But before I proceed to the 
discharge of this duty, permit me to express the regret which 
Lieel, and which every citizen must feel, both on account of the 
wesignation of His Excellency, David Holmes, and the cause 
which produced it. Talents, experience and patriotisn abun- 
dantly qualified him, for the bizh station which he Ged, and 
the confidence universally reposed in him, rendered and would 
have continued ta render his exertions for the prosperity and 
welfare of the State universally availing. Under such circum-.- 
suhces, therefore, the loss of bis services will be seriously felt, 
aid as we respect and admire the man, wẹ cannot but sym- 
jethise with him in the affliction which made his resignation 
idjepenzable. As itis more than probable, that his Excellen- 
dý will never, again, enter into public life, and as we are great- 
ly indebted te him for services rendered in various situations, 
‘gth.in tronblesome and quiet times, I trust, that neither the 
islature nor our fellow citizens, generally, will withhold 
fost him an acknowledgment of their gratitude, to which he 


390 justly entitled. 


‘The circumstances uader which we are assembled, to enter 
spon the discharge of our respective duties, demand our hum- 
We acknowledgments to Him who rules over the destinies of 
man, and who with a liberal hand bas dispensed sé many 
blessings upon us. 

The products cf agriculture are abundant for the purposes 
of internal consumption, and afford a large surplus of raw ma- 

“nals for exportation. Although we do not fad so ready a 
market for our staple commodity as in former years, still, I 
tryst, fram the abundance of the crop, it will be found awmpiy 
sufficient to shield our citizens from pecuniary embarrassmedis. 
industry and economy, in the various branches of busiaess,

are not only rewarded with competency, but independence : 
and tbe progress of improvement, in the different parts of our 
‘State, manifest crowing wealth and prosperity. Peace and 
plealy pervade our land, and in truth may it be said * the 
finger uf want points not to the door of the humblest cottage 
ip oer country." The State has been unusually healthy, the 
past season ; but few of our inhabitants bave fallen victims tc 
the diseases incident to a southern climate; and when we cen- 
trast ours, with the distressed sifuation of other countries, we 
are. involentarily, drawn to acknowledge, with feelings of 
gralitude and devotion, our thanks to the Almighty Ruler of 
the Universe, who has been pleased fo cast our lot in this bap- 
py land of Liberty. 

The power delegated to a Legislative body isa trust no less 
difficult than important. To prescribe a rule of conduet fer 
the government of society, supported by suitable penalties for 
each infraction—To protect the weak from oppression, th: 
virtuous from the snares of the wicked,-—each individual is 
the enjoyment of life, liberty, property and the religion bE 
own conscience may approve, and provide for the wants 4 
cach section of our State, without prejudice to the balance, 
are subjects which require the greatest exertion of the mind. 

From the progress made in the establishment of cur cece 
of laws, itiste be Soped, the necéssary alterations will be 
found comparatively few. However, there is no system st 

rfect, but, in its operations, and irom the changes of saciety. 
might he found to require some amendment. These hig. 
powers, gentlemen, are confided to you, as the immediate 
Representatives of the people, and i feel fail confidence thz: 
they will be exercised with mature deliberation, and a vien 
solely to promote the ends of justice, and the advancementa! 
the general weliare and happiness of your constituents. 

The condition of our revenue and the expenditures cf the 
vear, wiil be disclosed to you by the annual report of the 
Auditor of Public Accounts. The money in the Treassry 
on the tenth day of January last, after deducting the Three 
per cent. and Literary funds, amounted to nineteen thouenc 
eight hundred and eighty five dollars seventy-one and ont 
half cents. Since which time the addilional sum of nine thou- 
sand three hundred and thirty-eight dollars and eighty three 
aad thee fourth cents, have been received cn account of tbe 
taxes of the last year, making in all, twenty-nine thousan¢ 
tyo bundred and twenty-four dollars and fifty-five and one 
fourth cents The sums zudited, since the tenth day of Jan- 
uary, amouat to thirly-two thousand Hye hundred, and twenty 
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one dollars and thirty-seven and one half cents, which shew 
3 defiçit in the Treasury of three thousand five hundred and: - 
* ¥-six. dollars eighty-two and one fourth cents, to which 
yey be added the probable amount of claims now due, tbu 
set presented, of about twelve thousand dollars. But a small 
postion of the taxes, for the present year, have been received, 
as yet, into the Treasury. But from the amount of assess- 
‘ments, it is to be hoped, that the revenue will be found amply 
sufficient, not only to meet the deficits in the Treasury, but 
leave a surplus adequate to the current expences of the ensu- 
Jag year. Ihave to congratulate you, gentlemen, as well as 
our Fellow Citizens generally, on this prospect of improve- 
ment in the fiscal concerns of our state. An increase of taxa- 
Mion, at this time, I deem unnecessary, but1 feel much diffi- 
dence in recommending a reduction, for the reasons, in my 
ofjinion, that the time has now arrived when it becomes ne- 
eessary to establish an additional Judicial District. Nearly 
all the districts composing the state, embrace the full number 
# counties contemplated by the Constitution, and in order 
te guard against a confliction of the Courts, the terms, in many 
counties are too limited to enable them to get through their 
respective dockets; and at the close of the circuits, our 
Judges, worn out with fatigue, are required toassemble on the 
iness of the Supreme Court, which is again liable to be bro- 
ken in upon, by the confliction of the Court of Chancery. . 
MAt your present session, if may be found expedient, and 
thaps but justice, to divide the county of Yazoo. ‘The de- 
hed situation of the county of Monroe, now th emost popu- 
in the state, imperiously requires some relief, and on the 
mpletion of the repairs, now in operation on the road lead- 
Me from Columbus to Doakes, she will be drawn more closely 
WAthe counties contained inthe late purchase, and I would 
Mspectiully recommend to the General Assembly that they 
greate a fifth Jadicial District, to be composed of the counties 
o£Monroe, Yazoo; and such of the counties adjacent thereto, 
‘ab in your opinion willbe most proper. This will enable you 
ip wake auch alterations in the other Circuits, as to provide 
amply for the administration of justice, and at the same time 
Yetmuve the difficulty so often arising in the Supreme Court, of 
ing compelled to continue causes for the want of a sufficient 
beta of Judges competent to try the same. It may, also, 
the policy of the Legislature, atas early a period as our, 
resources will justify, to establish a Penitentiary. Punish- 
ments through a spirit of revenge, for the infraction of penal 
laws are, or ought te be unknown toa civilized community. 
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The object then can Fe no other than to reform the offender, 
and at the same time to protect society from a repetition of the 
offence—these can be effectually accomplished only through 
the medium of a Penitentiary. To inflict ignominious punish- 
ment on the offender, and then turn him back upon society, 
so far from producing reformation, only prepares him for. the 
commission of the worst of crimes. ‘To protect society, then, 
it becomes necessary to resort to capital sunishments, not 
commensurate with the offence; tbe infliction of which is at- 
tended with uncertainty. 

In a well regulated Penitentiary the convicts have a fuh 
opportunity of reflecting upon the impropriety of crime ; they 
become accustomed to labor, and when again restored to the 
world are possessed of a trade, through the means of which, 
they can acquire a living by honest industry. The product of 
their labor, whilst in confinement, will be found notonly ade- 
quate to the support of the institution, but in the course of 
time, productive of a revenue, and the State be relieved from 
the enormous burthen of supporting prisoners confined in our 
county Jails, under the sentence of imprisonments for criminal 
offences. 

The contingent expenses of the Executive department, 
from the first day of January, 1826, up fo the present time, 
amounts to $941 89 3-4, leaving a surplus of the appropria- 
tion‘ of $558 10 1-4 which remains in the Treasury, subject 
fo be transferred to the general fund.—The vouchers are filed 
in the Auditors office, for the inspection of your committee of 
Accounts, 

The Literary Fund, under the care and management of 
the boards of directors, having charge of the same, has so in- 
creased as to fully justify the expectation, that they will be 
able to take up the amount of stock authorised to be subscri- 
bed for, by a resolution of the last session. And provided the 
éscheats to which the fund is entitled, could be realized, the 
time cannot be far distant when it should go into operation, 
-as contemplated by the law creating the same. . But from the 
complicated duties and responsibility of the office of Eschea- 
tor General, great difficu'ty was found to induce a suitable 
person to fill that station, and itis to be regretted, that from 
the best information I have been able to obtain; the duties 
have been entirely neglected, except as to the county in 
which the Escheator General resides. The Iaw does not 
make it imperative cn the Escheator General, to appoint his 
deputies, neither is he bound to report his proceedings to the 
board, 1 would respectiully suggest a revision.of the lwa, 
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ind that, perhaps, it would be hetter, to abolish the office of 
; atar General, and provide for the appointment of Es- 

tors in each county, and make it obligatory on them, to 

rt annually to the board of the Literary Fund. 
Whe discharging the several duties for which you are assem- 
bled, your attention will be drawn to the Seminaries of learn- 
‘Jag established for the education of the youth of our country, 
is subject is strongly enjoined on the General Assembly 
our Constitution, and ought never to be lost sight of by 
{he Legislature of a free people. I hold there is no maxim 
better established, that zgnorance is the footstool of tyranny; 
and it is by an enlightened and virtuous population alone, can 
_ We expect fo preserve, unimpaired, the inestimable blessings 
of the free institutions and well organized government trans- 
mitted to us by the Fathers of ourCountry. The new States 
cannot expect, at once, to equal the old in their Seminaries 
of learning, but by a steady perseverance, sooner or later, 
' we arrive at that period, so: much desired; the general diffu- 

you of Education. 

Since the adjournment of the last session of the General 
Assembly, there have been received from the Treasury of the 
Pited States, the sum of five thousand eight hundred and 
gighty-eight and 15-100 dollars of the Three per cent. Fund, 
which, added to the previous sum of fifteen thousand seven 
. Pondred and eighty dollars twenty-six cents, makes the whole 

yaount received on account of that Fund, twenty-one thou- 
gnd six hundred and sixty-eight dollars forty-one cents. By 
meferring to the several laws disposing of the same, it will be 
mod, that about twenty-seven thousand four hundred dol- 
srs have been appropriated to the various objects of internal 
uEprovement, exceeding the amount, available, five thousand 
faven hundred and thirty-one dollars fifty-nine cents; but by 
erring to the Auditor’s books, and other documents, it ap- 
gars, that only nine thousand one hundred and thirty-four 
lars sixty-six and three fourth cents have been paid out; 
ywever, it is believed, that many of. the objects of appro- 
‘Priation bave been completed where the contractors have not 
fesented their claims for the amount of their contracts—oth- 
Te are progressing, and will be completed in the course-of 
ghe present winter; but several ofithe most important have 
Bot been undertaken, owing to the sum appropriated not being 
equate to the objects intended to be accomplished. For 
etter information on this subject, E would refer you to your 
rother members from the different sections of the State, foi 
the benefit of which, appropriations have been made. I woul 
especifully recommend to the General Assembly, that, i. 
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the future disposition of this Fund, the appropriations be made 
with a view to permament benefits equally as practicable to 
each section of the State, and placed under the direction of 
suitable Engineers appointed for that purpose. 

In purmance of a Resolution of the General Assembly, pas- 
ged the 3d day of February, 1525, orders were issued by the 
Adjutant General to the Major Generals of the State, requir- 
ing of them to furnish a return of the Militia in the respective 
Divisions, whien failed of success; similar orders have been 
issued; bal, with regret, it is scarcely expected they will be 
attended with better success; and lam induced to believe, 
we will never get an accurate return of the strength of cur 
Militia until an Inspector General be a,.pointed, whose duty 
will require him to visit each Regiment, and attend particu. 
Jarly to their returns. Since the adjournment of the last sez- 
sion, two efforts have been made to convene a General Cour: 
Martial, but failed for the want of 2 suitable provision in car 
militia laws to defray ihe expenses of the court; and at the 
same time, impose an adequate penalty for the disobedience 
ofthe orders. iweuld recommend the repeal of the 2d ser- 
tion of the law passed January 22d, 1824, requiring the Ese- 
culive to furnish regimental commanders with blank commis- 
sions, and authorising them to accept thé resignations of cem- 
pany officers. This section, in its operation, has cauzes 
great contusion in the Adjutant General's Department, and is 

roductive of a disorganization of the Militia, as well asa 
considerable burihen to the officers commanding Regimer‘s. 
But few officers belcav the rank of Major are borne on the rdi 
ofthe Adjutant General. it is unnecessary forme to descant 
on the principle so well settled and universally admitted, ct 
the great reliance, which ina Republican government, cught 
to be placed on this description of force. It is the sheet sr- 
. ehorof cur national safety, against the turbulent emotions cf 
internal fection, the atlempts af usurpation, and the inraa2s 
of foreign invasion. The history of the revolution, and the 
Jate war with Great Britain, point to the brilliant achiey- 
ments of the Militia of the United States, and warrant the s- 
seriion, that, the American people will, at the cal] of tieit- 
ccuniry, rally round the Standard of Liberty, and defend it 
with their best blood, from every assault that may threaten to 
grasp an inheritance zo precious, and so dearly purchased by 
curancestors. tis then in the time of profound peace, ve 
should, by a weil digested system, endeavor to organise acd 
scipline cur militia, and cherish among them a spirit of emt- 
_iation which will qualify them to take the field in every fg 
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tere emergency, prepared to vindicate. the rights, honar, ang 
‘jadependence of the nation. I sould -recommenda more 
ral revision of our Militia laws, but that the Congress of 
United States have taken up the subject, and, in all pro- 
hability will, at their present session, establish a general sys- 
tem for the organization and discipline of the Militia of the 
United States, to which-the several States will be bound to 
tonform. ‘ 

In pe:suance of a Resolution of the General Assembly, 
pessed the 2ist of January, 1824, requiring the Governor of 
this State to resume the negotiation with the State of Alaba- 
aia, relative to the liquidation of the accounts between the 
two states, and a corresponding resolution on the part of 
Alabama, Commissioners were appointed for that purpose, 
who met at this place in July last, but I am sorry to say, 
after a lengthy correspondence adjourned, under a tatal fail- 
ure in accomplishing the object of their appointment; a-copy 
of which correspondence. is herewith transmitted. By re- 
ference to the same, it appears that, the honorable Commis- 
sioners on the part of Alabama, claims of the State of Missis- 
sippi, two thousand two hundred and thirty-seven dollars, 
when, at the same time, the Commissioner on the part of 
Mississippi claims of Alabama, upwards of three thousand 

_ six bundred dollars. This difficulty arrises from the circum- 
stance of almost an entire failure of the Tax Collectors of the 
geveral counties now comprising a part of Alabama, then a 
partof the Mississippi Territory, to payover to the Treasu- 
ity of Mississippi, the taxes Jegally assessed in the year 1817, a- 
mount az to about six thousand six hundred and seventy-eight 
dollars. From the wide difference of opinion that exists, and 

. always has existed, between the two States, on the settlement 
ik these accounts, it is scarcely to be hoped, that they can be 
adju;ied without the intervention of an umpire. Wow far 

* the State of Aldbama was morally bound to eause this money, 

> Which is the bone of contention, to be paid into the Treasury 
of the State of Mississippi, delicacy forhids me to comment. 
But, in justice to my own feelings, I cannot take leave of the - 
subject, without complimenting Peter A. Vandorn, E-q. 
-Commissioner on the part of Mississippi, for the able and 
incid manner with which be conducted the negociation, 

The failure of ibe Treaty, lately held between the Com- 
faissioners of the United States and the two trikes “of Indians 
inbabiting a part of our territory, is much lamented by myself 
as well as our fellow-citizens generally; but the effort made 
žo extingujch the Indian Title js calculated to elicit our grati» 
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fude towards the General Government, and also the Commis. 
stoners that held the treaty. 

From the disposition manifested the last session of Con- 
gress, it is confidently hoped, that a reduction in the price of 
Public Lands, or a surrender of the same to the States, respec- 
tively, will take place atthe present. l 

Having concluded my remarks, I tender you, Gentlemen, 
the assurance of my cordial co-operation in every measure 
calculated to advance the welfare of the State.

guardian, would be required by said Seixas, to pay for such 
service, five, ten, or fifteen dollars, which charge so made by 
the said Seixas, he, Phillips, has always allowed in favor of 
the said executor, administrator or guardian, out of the estate 
in theirhands.

There bas been a controversy fcr a Jong time between the 
trustees of the College, and the corporation of the city of 
Natchez, as to the right of tbe commonss in front of the city ci 
Natchez, end so far as decisions have been made by the 
Coutts, they hase been faycrable to the claim of the trustce* 
of the College; end there is at this time a negociation pending 
between the trustees of the College and the authorities of he 
city tocemprea.se the! dificulty.. If the negociatien shout. 
result in an amicable settlement of the controversy, it is ex- 
pected the trustees will be able in a short time thereailer to 
meel ail, or nearly all their present engagemeuts.
